WORLD RECORD IN OFFICE 


Prime Minister Mackenzie King, 
whw last Wednesday set up a world 
record for service as head of a de- 
mocratic nation, has completed 
more years in the Prime Minister's 
office than any other Empire lead- 
er. 

He exceeded the record set by 
Sir Robert Walpole (1721-42) who 
was prime minister of Great Bri- 
tain for a total of 20 years, 10 
months and nine days 

It was a great day for Mr. King 
and his colleagues in the House of 
Commons, the 
position, and.friends and acquaint- 
ances from all parts of the world 
tendering him their felicitations on | 
what is truly a unique occasion 

But Mr. King’s really “big” 
will not come until the national 
Liberal convention convenes in Ot- 
tawa, August 5 to 7 inclusive 

On that occasion it is expected 
that he will cast aside the mantle 
of leadership which he inherited 
from Laurier in 1919 and place it 
upon the shoulders of the newly 


chosen Liberal leader. He will be | 
delivering his valedictory in the | 
Howick Hall (now the Colliseum) 
in which in the summer of 1919 he 
pledged himself to the cause of his | 
party, 

There is no doubt in Mr. King’s 
mind that his political life has been 
a success. If he had to make the 
choice again of making politics his

The power cut-off Thursday, due to a young lad break- 
ing an insulator on one of the power line poles with a .22 
bullet, caused a great deal of inconvenience to local indus- 
try and householders, as well as considerable expense to 
the Calgary Power Company, and this all could have been 


avoided if our young lads would be more careful with their 


rifles. 
While the young lad who caused the damage is sus- 
pected, power company officials do not wish to make an 


issue of the breakage at this time, but warn all boys car- |

rying .22 rifles in future to refrain from using power line 
insulators as targets. Otherwise a charge will have to be 
laid against the miscreants. 

We would urge parents to caution their sons against 
shooting at property which may be damaged from rifle 
bullets, and the boys themselves are asked to be more care- 
ful in their selection of targets. It is only through the gen- 
erosity of local citizens and provincial authorities that 
young lads are allowed to use a rifle at all, and should the 
damage to property continue the only alternative will be 
to forbid the carrying of guns by all boys under 18 years 
of age, and to confiscate the firearms of all who disregard 
the law.

LIFT BAN ON EXPORTS 
OF OATS AND BARLEY 


Lifting of the ban on exports of 
Canadain oats and barley to the 
United States or any other country 
for any purposes, was announced 
last Friday by the Canadian Wheat 
Roard. 

The two grains subject to quan- 
tity limitations, now may be moved 
into United States markets for hu- 
man consumption, feeding or pro- 
cessing purposes. 

The order provides for further 
removal of restrictions impressed 
on grain exports during the Second 
World War and follows an earlier 
instruction issued April 1, which 
authorized limited sale of limited 
quantities of oats and barley for 
human consumption only to food 
deficiency countries within interna- 
tional emergency food 
allocations.

This statement was made by Geo, 
W. Robertson, secretary of the 
Saskatchewan Wheat Pool, in a 
public address delivered in Regina 
on March 15th. Mr. Robertson took 
part in the deliberations at Wash- 
ington which resulted in the draw- 
ing up of the international wheat 
agreement. 

The international agreement pro- | 
vides that where two governments 
entered into an agreement for the 
purchase and sale of wheat prior to 
March 1, 1947, the terms of such 
agreements may be carried out 
| without regard to the terms of the 
new international wheat agree- 
ment. It would thus appear that 
Canada and Great Britain can go 
_ ahead with negotiating a price for 
the 140 million bushels of wheat to 
be supplied by this country from 
| the 1949 crop. It has already been 
|arranged that Great Britain will 
pay $2 a bushel for 140 million 
| bushels from the 1948 crop. | 
Apparently the British-Australian 
wheat agreement will be effected 
adversely. The contratt price of 
$2.72 will be paid only for wheat 
shipped prior to August 1, 1948. 
Shipments after that date will come 
under the $2 ceiling price. It is ex- 
pected that about half the 80 mil- 
lion bushels of Australian wheat 
contracted for will be shipped by 
August 1.
